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GERMANS WANT TO 


TRAVEL VERY FAST 


Herr Ratenao, the Electrician, 
Has 


Plans for Electric Tram to 


Make 210 Miles an Hour. 


Over in Germany they arc going 


to try the experiment o£ traveling 
210 miles an hour by rail. 
Herr Rat- 


enau, president of the Berlin Society 
for Generating Electricity, has laid 
his plans before the emperor, and an 
experimental military road has been 
authorized. 
This road 
will 
run 


between Berlin and Zossen, a distance 
of 21. miles. 
As it will be built im- 


mediately, the world will not have 
:ong to wait for a demonstration of 
the success or .failure of this attempt 
to travel at such marvelous speed. 


Herr Ratenau's project 
was 
for 


the connecting of all the principal 
cities of Germany with am electric 
railroad over which the trains should 
run at a speed of 210 miles an hour 
when making schedule time. 
The 


emperor said, "Try a little road first, 
and let t;s see 
how the scheme 


works;" hence the building of th-e 
road from Berlin, to Zossen. 


Eminent electricians declare that 


there is nothing to prevent such 
a 


speed being developed, the only ob- 
stacles beiing th-e elemen-ts and 
the 


human organism. 
The railway cars 


would have to -be of- special construc- 
tion and hermetically sealed w.hen' 
tra.veling at top speed, for no human 
being could 
stand the rush of air 


which such 
a terrible pace wou'id 


cause. 


Even in a hermetically sealed car 


210 miles an hour might be 
some 


the effect of traveling at ttie rate of 
thing which could not be ^prne by 
the ordinary man. Then there would 
be1 the tendency ot the train traveling 
at such terrific S'peed to leap from 
the track. The cars would have to 
be built with great strength, espec- 
ially as regards their running gear, 
and the rails v/lou'd have to be "of 
more than ideal perfectiin. 


The celebrated Russian electrician, 


• Voynarovski of the Electro Technical 


Snstittate at St. Petersburg, has ex- 
pressed doubts as to the possibility 
of putting Hen- Ratenau's project in 
practical shape, 
though he admits 


that the proposed speed could 
be 


obtained theoretically with ease. The

is to find the men and 


m-ateiiials to stand the strain of such 
rapid traveling.

faithful disbursements and it should 
be their constant care to avoid waste 
nnd extravagance. Honesty, capacity 
and industry .ire nowhere more indis- 
pensable than in public employment. 
These should be fundamental requis- 
ites to original appointment and the 
guarantees against removal. 


Four years ago we stood on the 


brink of war without the people know- 
ing it and without any preparation or 
effort at preparation for the impend- 
ing peril. I did all that in honor could 
be done to avert the war, but without 
•ivail. 
It became inevitable; and the 


congress at its first regular session 
without party division, provided mon- 
ey in anticipiMion of the crisis and in 
preparation to meet it. It en me. Tlie 
result was signally favorable to Amer- 
,enn arms and in the highest degree 
honorable to the government, "it im- 
posed upon us obligations from which 
a-o cannot escape, and from which it 
ivonld bo dishonorable to seek to es- 
cape. We arc now at peace with the 
world, and It is my fervent prayer that 
if differences arise between us and 
other powers they may be spared the 
horrors of war. 


Entrusted by the people for a second 


time with tlie oflic-e of president I en- 
ter upon its administration appreciat- 
ing tlie great responsibilities which at- 
tach to this renewed honor and com- 
mission, promising unreserved devotion 
on my part to their faithful discharge, 
and reverently invoking for my sii'.ft- 
ance tlie direction and favor'oi'" Al- 
mighty God. 
I should shrink from 


the duties this day assumed if I did 
not feel that: in their performance I 
should have the co-operation of the 
wise and patriotic, men of all parties 
It encourages me for the great task 
which I now undertake to believe Ilia 
those who voluntarily committed 
to 


me the trust Imposed upon the cliiel 
executive of the .republic will give la 
me generous support in my duties to 
"preserve, protect, and defend the con 
stitution of the United States" and to 
"care that the laws be faithfully ex- 
ecuted." The national purpose is indi- 
cated through a national election. It 
is the constitutional method of ascer- 
taining the public will. When once it 
Is registered.it is a law to us all, and 
faithful observance should follow its 
decrees. 


Strong hearts and helpful hands are 


needed, and fortunately we have them 
in every part of onr beloved country. 
We are reunited. Sectionalism has dis- 
appeared. Division on public questions 
can no longer be traced by the war 
maps of 18G1. These old differences 
less and less disturb tlie judgment. 
Existing problems demand tlie thought 
and quicken theconscicnce of tbo coun- 
try, and the responsibility for their 
presence as well as for their righteous 
settlement rests upon us al)—no more 
upon me than upon you.- There are 
some national questions in the solu- 
tion of which patriotism should 
ex- 


clude partisanship. 
Magnifying their 


difficulties will not take them off our 
bands nor facilitate their adjustment. 


Distrust of tiie capacity, integrity, 


and high purposes of the American 
people will not be an inspiring thome 
for future political contests. 
Dark 


pictures and gloomy forebodings arc 
worse than useless. These only becloud, 
they do not help to point, the way of 
safety and honor. ''Hope makoth not 
ashamed." Tlie prophets of evil wore 
not the -builders of the republics, nor 
)n its crisis since have they saved or 
served it. 
Tlie faith of the fathers 


was a mighty force In its creation, 
and the faith of their descendants has 
wrought its progress and furnished its 
defenders. 
They are obstructionists 


who despair nnd who would destroy 
confidence in the ability of our people 
to solve wisely and for civilization the 
mighty problems resting upon them. 


The American people, intrenched in 


freedom at home, take their love for 
it with them wherever they go. and 
they reject as mistaken and unworthy 
the doctrine that we lost our own lib- 
erties by securing the enduring founda- 
tions of liberty to others.

tutions will not deteriorate by exten- 
sion, and our sense of justice will not
